ORLANDO ~ A woman with a 
history of child abuse was 
charged Sunday with beating'hcr 
8-vear-oId daughter to death with 
a base bah bat after the child wet 
her pants.

Study finds welfare drops result of policies

—the welfare rolls began to shrink 
dramatically several years ago, 
researchers have argued over the 
reason: Wns it primarily the 
booming economy, welfare 
reform legislation or both? 

A new study. by the conserva- 
tive Heritage Foundation con- 
cludes that the sharp decline in 
the number of families on the 
rolls is due almost entirely to 
tough state policies enacted as 
part of national welfare reform 
legislation — nnd not the eco- 
nomic good times and plummet- 
ing unemployment rate. ' 

Many of the stales With -the - 
highest unemployment rates 
have had the greatest success in 
trimming their welfare rolls, 
while other slates with low unem- 
ployment rates have relatively 


large welfare rolls. 

“T he relative vigor of state - 
economics, as measured by 
uncmployment.rates, has no sta-_ 
tistically significant effect on 
caseload decline,” said Robert 
Rector, a senior policy analyst for 
welfare reform at the foundation. 
Rather, tough action by states in 
cutting off welfare checks for vio- 
lating the rules and requiring 
recipients to go to work immedi- 
ately were much more important 
factors, he said. Rector’s research 
is the latest entry into the long- 
running and frequently partisan 
debate over why the number of 
welfare recipients has dropped 
by 37 percent in three years.
